New York, July 19.—Gen. Roger 


A. Pryor, noted Confederate veteran 
and former Justice of tho Supretr.r j 
Court of New York, wa.s the recipi- 
ent of many congratulations today on 
the occasion of his eighty-eight birt'i- 
day. He is as vigorous mentally an.» 
physically as many men of scarcely 
more than half his years. He devotes 
a portion of each day to affairs of 
business and seldom misses a long- 
daily walg, in Central Park. 


Gen. Pryor has had a long and in- 


teresting career. He was bom 
In 


Virginia and educated at the State 
University at Charlottesville. He was 
admitted to the bar in 1849, and then 
was editor for several years of Vir- 
ginia newspapers. He 
was 
twice 


elected to Congress, and in 185") rep- 
resented the government on a special 
mission to Greece. He was a mcrr:- 
her of the first Confederate States I 
Congress. During the civil war he | 
rose from colonel to brigadier-gen- 
eral. 


He was captured as a spy while 


serving, under special direction of j 
Gen.
